This  house  is  built  on  a  well-wooded  site  three  acres  and  a  half  in  extent,  the  main  frontage, 
to  Bishop's  Avenue,  being  set  well  back  from  the  roadway  and  twisted  slightly  out  of  line  in 
order  to  give  a  little  south  aspect  to  the  west  front.     Externally  a  Portland  stone  base  with 
thin  bricks  of  varied  hue,  tile  bands,  and  arches  above,  give  scale  and  interest  to  the  house, 
and  the  brindled-coloured  tiling  to  the  roofs,  with  the  swept  valleys  and   other  contrivances, 
is  a  credit  to  the  tiler's  craft.     On  the  west  front  the  main  entrance  and  the  cast-lead  oriel  and 
gutters,  on  the  south  front  the  oak  verandah,  and  on  the  east  front  the  elm-boarded  gables,  claim 
attention.     Internally,  architectural  treatment  has  been  confined  to  the  main  reception  rooms 
and  hall,  and  even  here  it  is  only  on  a  very  limited  scale.     The  hall  on  the  ground  floor  has 
a  shaped  ceiling  in  decorative  plasterwork,  divided  into  three  bays  with  ribs,  the  centre  bay 
being  groined.     The  walls 'below  are  set  out  with  large  panels  in  Keene's  cement.     The  staircase 
is  of  Austrian  oak,  and  the  floors  of  the  upper  and  lower  halls  are  of  the  same  material,  wax 
polished.     For  the  upper  hall  a  ceiling  treatment  similar  to  that  below  has  been  adopted.     The 
dining-room  and  drawing-room  have   plain  ceilings  and  large   coves,  with  enriched  cornices, 
the  walls  being  panelled  in  "  Sirapite  "  ;    in  addition,  the  dining-room  has  a  wood  dado.     The 
floors  in  these  rooms  are  parquet.     All  the  chimney-pieces  and  fireplaces  have  been  specially 
designed,  the  chimney-pieces  in  the  ground-floor  rooms  being  of  hardwood  with  marble    sur- 
rounds, and  those  on  the  upper  floors  of  pine  painted  white.    It  is  hoped  that,  later,  an  opportunity 
will  be  given  for  panelling  or  otherwise  decorating  some  of  the  more  important  rooms.     The 
gardens    and    terraces    have    been    designed    by    the    architects    (Messrs.  H.  V.  Ashley    and 
Winton  Newman,  of  Gray's  Inn  Square,  London),  and  it  is  anticipated  that  more  work  in  planting, 
&c.,   will   be   undertaken   in   the   near   future.     The   general   contractors   for   the   house    were 
Messrs.  McLaughlin  &  Harvey,  Ltd.,  of  London,  N.W.     The    bricks   were   supplied   by   Mr.    S. 
Howard,  of  Great  Missenden  ;   the  leadwork  was  executed  by  Mr.  G.  P.  Bankart,  who  also,  with 
Mr.  William  Miller,  executed  the  plasterwork  ;   door  furniture  by  Messrs.  N.  F.  Ramsay  &  Co.  ; 
lift  by  Messrs.  Waygood  &  Co.  ;  gas  fittings  by  the  Gas  Light  &  Coke  Co.  ;  sanitary  fittings  by 
^Messrs.  Dent  &  Hellyer,  Ltd.,  and  Messrs.  Shanks  &  Co.,  Ltd.  ;  mosaic  decoration  by  Messrs. 
M.  &  R.  Moore  ;   drawblinds  to  windows  by  Messrs.  T.  S.  Melville  &  Co.,  Ltd.

This  house  is  built  in  the  midst  of  an  oak  wood,  twenty-five  acres  in  extent,  and  the  owner 
has  simply  cleared  the  undergrowth  and  sown  grass  seed  over  the  entire  area  not  occupied  by 
buildings  and  roadways.  In  this  way  a  most  striking  and  effective  sotting  to  the  house  has 
been  obtained.  It  will  be  noticed  from  the  plan  that  a  feature  has  been  made  of  the  long  galleries 
on  the  ground  and  first  floors,  from  which  access  is  obtained  to  the  princi|>al  rooms.  The  rooms 
on  the  ground  floor  open  on  to  a  covered  verandah  facing  south,  the  flat  over  which  forms  a 
balcony  approached  from  the  bedrooms.  Particular  care  has  l>een  taken  to  ensure  ease  of 
working  the  house  with  a  minimum  of  labour  and  trouble.  An  electric-light  plant  has  been 
installed  in  a  separate  building,  and  other  outbuildings,  including  a  garage  and  dog  kennels.

have  been  provided.  Externally  the  house  is  designed  to  disturb  its  sylvan  surroundings  as 
little  as  possible.  The  materials  used  are  red  sand-faced  bricks  with  dull  red  tiles,  oak  verandah, 
and  elm-boarded  gables.  Internally  the  decorations  and  finishings  are  of  a  plain  character, 
but  the  staircase  hall  has  been  panelled  in  oak,  with  an  oak  staircase  and  floor,  and  the  morn- 
ing-room also  has  been  fitted  up  as  a  library  with  oak  bookcases  all  round.  The  long  gallery 
on  the  ground  floor  has  a  curbed  and  groined  plaster  ceiling,  with  decorative  ribs.  The  fireplaces 
have  been  specially  designed  by  the  architects  (Messrs.  H.  V.  Ashley  and  Winton  Newman,  of 
Gray's  Inn  Square),  who  also,  in  conjunction  with  the  owner,  furnished  the  house  throughout, 
some  of  the  furniture  itself  having  been  designed  by  them.  The  bedroom  furniture  is  by 
Messrs.  Heal  &  Son.  Mr.  William  French,  of  Hitchin,  was  the  general  contractor  for  the  house  ; 
Mr.  G.  P.  Bankart  executed  the  plasterwork  ;  Messrs.  Thomas  Elsley,  Ltd.,  the  door  furniture  ; 
and  Messrs.  Rust's  Vitreous  Mosaic  Co.,  Messrs.  Burke  ft  Co.,  and  Messrs.  Walton,  Goody  &

In  this  little  brick  building  the  architect  (Mr.  Charles  E.  Bateman,  of  Birmingham)  has 
adopted  an  unpretentious  treatment,  relieved  from  the  commonplace  by  several  features  of 
interest.  Among  these  may  be  noted  the  gable  end  with  its  well-proportioned  window,  the 
round-headed  brick  dormers,  and  the  chimney-stacks,  set  diagonally  on  base.  The  building 
is  divided  into  two  parts  on  either  side  of  the  washing  area  and  space  for  carriages.  The  groom's 
quarters,  to  the  left,  comprise  a  good-sized  kitchen,  with  scullery  leading  out  of  it,  a  parlour 
14  ft.  by  12  ft.,  and  bedrooms  above,  while  on  the  other  side  of  the  yard  are  the  harness-room 
and  the  stalls  and  box  for  horses.  A  hay -loft  is  provided  over  the  washing  area  and  carriage  - 
space.  The  building  does  not  call  for  extended  comment,  but  it  possesses  the  merit  of  being 
excellently  adapted  to  its  purpose  and  at  the  same  time  designed  with  a  directness  and  simplicity 
appropriate  to  its  character.  Mr.  F.  Davis,  of  Birmingham,  was  the  builder.

Built  of  brick,  rough-cast,  and  covered  with  Colley  Weston  stone  slates,  this  house  may 
be  taken  as  a  good  example  of  modern  English  domestic  work.  Georgian  houses  are  often  the 
source  of  inspiration  for  much  of  the  house -building  that  goes  on  at  the  present  time,  but  in 
the  above  instance  an  earlier  type — the  type  of  the  Old  English  manor — has  been  followed.  By 
reference  to  the  plan  it  will  be  seen  that  a  roomy  hall  is  provided,  reached  by  way  of  the  entrance 
porch  and  lobby,  and  also  from  the  garden.  Leading  out  of  the  hall  are  the  drawing-room  on 
one  side  and  the  dining-room  and  billiard-room  on  the  other,  while  a  staircase,  centrally  placed, 
gives  access  to  the  bedroom  floor.  The  remainder  of  the  accommodation  comprises  the  servants' 
quarters,  kitchen  wing,  and  outbuildings,  the  carriage -space  next  the  kitchen  being  connected 
by  an  archway  with  the  stables  opposite.  The  archway  is  closed  by  a  |>air  of  wooden  gates, 
and  is  made  a  very  effective  feature  on  the  entrance  side  of  the  house.  Messrs.  James  Smith 
&  Son,  of  Birmingham,  were  the  builders.

This  house,  designed  some  years  ago  for  the  late  Mr.  John  J.  Bateman,  is  now  the  residence 
of  the  architect,  Mr.  Charles  E.  Bateman.  It  stands  within  an  acre,  the  ground  sloping  down 
towards  the  south.  The  plan,  it  will  be  seen,  is  L-shaped,  the  kitchen  offices  occupying  one  arm, 
on  the  north  side.  The  garden  front  is  occupied  by  the  dining-  and  drawing-rooms,  each  18  ft. 
by  15  ft.,  with  a  study  between.  Above  are  several  good-sized  bedrooms,  with  dormers  in 
the  roof.  The  house  is  faced  with  old  thin  bricks,  with  Bath  stone  dressings,  and  roofs  covered 
with  Colley  Weston  stone  slates.  The  interior  walls  are  treated  with  "  Duresco."  Mr.  J.  Langley, 
of  Erdington,  Birmingham,  was  the  builder. 


'•'  THE  GREY  HOUSE,"  BARNT  GREEN,  WORCESTERSHIRE. 

The  situation  of  this  house  is  a  very  elevated  one,  the  ground  sloping  across  the  site 
towards  the  south,  overlooking  Bromsgrove,  with  distant  views  of  the  Cotswold,  Malvern  and 
Welsh  Hills.  It  is  sheltered  from  the  north  by  plantations.  The  house  is  built  of  local  stone, 
and  has  hollow  walls,  4J  in.  outside  and  9  in.  inside.  It  is  roofed  with  Colley  Weston  stone 
slates.  The  approach  is  from  the  east.  Mr.  D.  Edwards,  of  Barnt  Green,  was  the  builder.  The 
heating  apparatus  is  by  Mr.  B.  1'arker,  of  Birmingham.

The  situation  of  this  house,  on  an  elevated  site  with  pine  woods  overlianging  one  side 
of  the  gardens,  is  itself  delightful,  and  the  whole  scheme — the  details  and  furnishing  of  the 
house,  and  the  lay-out  of  the  grounds — exhibits  the  hand  of  a  cultured  designer.  The  approach 
is  by  a  drive  winding  up  for  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  road,  the  grounds  being  well 
planted  with  trees  and  shrubs,  including  an  avenue  of  cypresses.  The  entrance  front,  facing 
north,  expresses  the  interior  very  frankly.  Over  the  entrance  (Hirch  is  the  private  chajiel. 
with  leaded-glass  windows,  and  to  the  left  are  the  windows  lighting  the  staircase.  Further 
to  the  left  is  the  kitchen  wing,  with  a  square  tower  in  the  angle,  carrying  water  cisterns  supplied 
from  a  resc-rvoir  on  an  adjoining  hill.  To  the  right  is  the  music-room  wing.  The  hall  is 
comparatively  .small,  and  the  staircase  is  not  made  a  great  feature.  Then-  is  a  stone  fireplace 
centrally  placed.  Leading  off  the  hall  on  the  left  side  is  the  dining-room,  which  has  a  delightful 
ehimneypiece  in  white-painted  wood  with  a  surround  of  exquisite  blue  tiles  to  the  grate.  To 
the  right  of  the  hall  are  the  drawing-room  and  the  music-room.  The  latter  is  a  very  large 
apartment,  having  a  fine  organ  in  one  comer.  It  is  lighted  by  large  windows  tilled  with  stained 
glass,  and  is  richly  furnished.  The  garden  front  has  a  semi-circular  verandah,  and  looks  out 
on  to  a  long  garden  laid  out  with  lawns  and  flower  beds.  At  the  further  end  is  a  sunk  garden, 
having  a  circular  pond  in  the  centre,  and  further  south  is  the  kitchen  garden,  while  to  the  west 
are  lawns  for  tennis  and  croquet.  Next  the  overhanging  wood  on  the  east  side  is  a  retaining 
wall  with  recesses,  and  a  bowling  green  adjoining.  The  house  is  built  of  Bracknell  bricks  and 
roofed  with  tiles  taken  from  old  barns,  and  also  with  tiles  supplied  by  Messrs.  T.  Lawrence  \ 
Sons.  The  general  contractors  were  Messrs.  Norris  &  Sons,  of  Sunningdale.  Messrs.  Thomas 
ELsley,  Ltd.,  supplied  the  grates  and  tiles,  door  furniture,  lead  downpi|>cs,  Jtc.  ;  Messrs.  (ieorge 
Farmiloe  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  the  leaded  liglits  and  casements;  and  Messrs.  T.  0.  Lewis  &  Co.,  the 
organ  in  the  music-room.  The  electric  wiring  was  carried  out  by  Messrs.  Donnison,  Sillem  &  <'<>. 
The  garden  was  designed  by  the  architects,  Messrs.  John  F.  Bentley,  Son  &  Marshall,  of  John 
Street,  Adelphi.  The  entrance  lodge  was  designed  by  Mr.  (ieorge  Alexander,  a  relation  of  Mr. 
John  Courage,  for  whom  the  house  has  been  built.

This  house  is  two  miles  from  the  centre  of  Leicester,  on  the  London  Road,  situated  on 
rising  ground,  having  its  principal  aspect  south-south-east.  The  soil  is  mostly  sand,  with  clay 
spits.  On  the  ground  floor  there  is  a  very  large  entrance  hall  panelled  out  in  oak,  with  fireplace 
and  beamed  ceiling.  At  one  side  is  the  drawing-room,  over  the  entrance  to  which  is  a  plaster 
panel  with  figures  in  low  relief.  The  morning-room  is  adjacent,  in  a  wing  on  the  entrance  front, 
balanced  by  another  wing  containing  the  dining-room.  On  the  floors  above  are  eleven  bed- 
rooms. The  house  is  built  of  South  Staffordshire  brindled  bricks,  with  Ridge  Park  stone  dress- 
ings, and  the  roofs  are  covered  with  old  Swithland  slates.  The  outbuildings  include  a  motor 
garage,  stables,  laundry,  engine  house  (electric  installation),  and  accumulator  house.  Mr.  Thomas 
Herbert,  of  L"ic:>ster,  was  the  builder.  Messrs.  Henry  Hope  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  supplied  casements, 
Massra.  Bratt,  C  >lbran  &  Co.,  grates,  stoves,  &c.,  Messrs.  Ashnel!  &  N.'sbitt,  Ltd.,  the  heating 
apparatus,  and  Mr.  G.  P.  Binkart  executed  the  decorative  plasterwork  and  leadwork.  The 
architect  was  Mr.  W.  H.  Bidlake,  M.A.,  of  Birmingham.

The  original  building  here  was  a  house  of  Cottage  type  dating  back  about  fifty  years, 
and  for  reasons  of  sentiment  it  was  desired  to  retain  this  in  the  very  extensive  additions  which 
were  completed  last  year.  The  house,  however,  was  entirely  replanned  and  the  front  of  the 
old  building,  on  the  north-west  side  (to  the  right  of  the  photograph  reproduced  on  the  opposite 
page),  redesigned  ;  the  transition  from  the  older  part  to  the  new  tower  and  buildings  beyond 
being  marked  by  the  half-timber  work.  The  old  library  has  been  converted  into  a  private  chapel, 
the  old  roof  principals  being  allowed  to  remain.  The  work  was  carried  out  for  the  owner,  Sir 
Charles  Chadwyck-Healey,  K.C.B.,  K.C.,  by  Mr.  J.  H.  Holden,  builder,  of  Cranleigh,  from  the 
designs  and  under  the  superintendence  of  Professor  Reginald  Blomfield,  A.R.A.,  architect,  of 
New  Court,  Temple,  B.C.  Brick  and  stone,  with  oak  half-timber,  and  tiles  on  the  roofs  were  the 
materials  employed.  Messrs.  George  Jackson  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  executed  the  interior  plasterwork 
and  ceilings  ;  Messrs.  W.  Aumonier  &  Son  the  carving  ;  Mr.  Christopher  Whall  the  east  window 
in  the  chapel ;  Messrs.  Wainwright  &  Waring  the  casements  ;  Messrs.  M.  Hall  &  Co.  the  plumbing 
and  sanitary  work ;  and  Mr.  A.  W.  Sclater  the  electric-light  installation.

This  house  was  bought  recently  by  Mr.  Saxton  Noble,  for  whom.the  interior  was  re-arranged 
and  entirely  redecorated  under  the  direction  of  Professor  Reginald  Blomfield,  A.R.A.  A  new 
vestibule  and  entrance  hall  were  provided,  the  ceiling  and  skylight  of  the  main  stairs  being  taken 
down  and  new  formed  one-storey  higher,  with  an  arcade  along  the  second  floor,  and  new  decorative 
plasterwork  throughout.  On  the  first  or  drawing-room  floor  two  rooms  were  thrown  into  one 
to  form  a  concert  room,  but  in  taking  down  the  wall  it  was  found  that  an  old  girder  carrying  the 
wall  above  was  built  in,  and  for  structural  reasons  it  was  decided  to  leave  it  in  place  and  to  alter 
the  design  to  suit  it.  This  explains  the  unusual  proportions  of  the  frieze  with  bucrania  above 
the  Ionic  columns.  The  whole  of  the  structural  work  was  carried  out  by  Messrs.  Trollope  &  Colls, 
Ltd.  The  plasterwork  was  executed  by  Messrs.  George  Jackson  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  electric  lighting

This  house  occupies  the  crown  of  a  hilly  sandy  site,  near  the  village  of  Witley.  The 
garden  front  faces  south.  The  walls  are  faced  externally  with  Bargate  stone  built  in  random 
rubble,  with  a  cavity,  and  then  a  brick  lining  9  in.  thick.  The  window  and  other  dressing?  are 
of  Doulting  stone,  and  the  roofs  are  covered  with  tiles,  supplied  by  the  Nvewood  Brick  &  Tile 
Co.  The  accommodation  provided  can  be  studied  from  the  plans  below.  It  will  be  seen  that  a 
very  large  music-room  is  a  feature  of  the  house.  There  is  a  furnished  hall  with  a  stone  fireplace 
in  one  corner,  and  leading  out  of  this  is  a  staircase  in  English  oak.  Oak  is  also  used  for  panelling 
in  the  dining-room  and  for  many  of  the  doors,  the  rest  of  the  joinery  being  in  deal,  painted,  and 
in  some  cases  stained.  There  is  a  considerable  amount  of  decorative  plasterwork  in  the  house 
on  the  beams  in  the  entrance  hall,  in  the  dining-  and  drawing-rooms,  &c. — this  having  been 
executed  by  Mr.  R.  M.  Catterson-Smith,  of  Birmingham.  The  general  contractors  were  Messrs. 
Henry  Lovatt,  Ltd.,  of  VVolverhampton.  Messrs.  Henry  Hop:-  \  Son*,  Ltd..  "f  Birmingham, 
supplied  the  casements,  leaded  lights,  art  metal  work,  door  furniture,  heating  apparatus,  rain- 
water heads,  grates  and  mantels.  The  sanitary  fittings  were  supplied  by  Messrs.  Doulton  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  and  the  wall  tiles  by  M«ssrs.  Craven.  Dunnill  &  Co.,  Ltd.

These  two  Hampshire  houses  have  recently  been  completed  from  designs  by  Mr.  Walter 
Cave,  F.R.I. B.A.,  of  London.  "  Roche  Court  "  isof  luick  and  half-limber,  and  "Dock  House"  of 
brick  rough-cast.  From  the  plan  it  will  be  seen  that  the  former  has  a  large  hall  centrally  placed, 
with  skylight  over,  on  the  west  side  of  which  are  ranged  a  morning-room,  dining-room,  and  boudoir. 
A  librarv  and  a  good-sized  schoolroom  are  also  provided  on  this  flour,  while  above  are  twelve  bed- 
rooms. The  drawing-room  is  also  on  the  first  floor,  being  arranged  at  the  north-west  corner, 
over  the  boudoir  and  garden  en  trance.  "  Dock  House"  isof  an  altogether  different  type.  A  feature 
is  here  made  of  a  loggia  on  one  front  (facing  south-east)  with  the  dining-room  on  one  side  of -it, 
a  large  hall  on  the  other,  and  a  wide  corridor  at  the  rear.  A  sitting-room,  with  bay  over  the 
loggia,  is  provided  on  the  first  floor,  together  with  live  bedrooms,  bathroom,  etc.  The  con- 
tractors for  both  houses  were  Messrs.  Martin,  of  Northampton.

The  aspect  is  south,  and  the  house  has  been  planned  so  that  practically  all  the  rooms 
get  the  sun  at  one  time  or  another  during  the  day.  Only  one  bedroom  faces  north.  The  hall 
has  been  panelled  in  oak.  not  stained,  but  wax  polished,  and  folding  doors  have  been  provided 
between  the  hall  and  the  morning-room.  The  stairs  are  placed  in  the  back  hall,  by  which  arrange- 
ment the  servants  are  enabled  to  use  them  without  having  to  enter  the  reception  quarters.  All 
the  reception  rooms  open  off  the  front  hall.  The  house  has  been  built  with  hollow  walls,  the  facing 
bricks  being  red  and  plum-coloured.  Mr.  S.  N.  Cooke,  of  Birmingham,  was  the  architect.  The 
general  contractors  were  Messrs.  John  Barnsley  &  Son,  of  Birmingham,  who  also  carried  out  all  the 
oak  work.

This  large  house,  for  Major-General  Scott,  has  only  been  completed  within  the  last  few 
months.  Some  interior  views  are  here  giveni  with  two  of  the  gate  lodge  and  garage,  but  the 
exterior  and  gardens  generally  have  been  left  for  illustration  in  a  future  issue,  when  photographs 
doing  justice  to  the  design  can  be  taken.  The  house  occupies  the  southern  slope  of  a  hill.  It  is 
built  of  Bargate  stone  from  the  adjoining  pits,  with  brick  mullioned  windows,  brick  dressings,  and 
brick  chimney-stacks.  The  roofs  are  covered  with  hand-made  Rogate  tiles.  The  gutters  and 
downpipes  are  all  of  teak,  the  object  being  to  have  as  little  upkeep  as  possible  in  the  way  of  painting 
and  repairs.  Within  the  house  everything  has  been  treated  simply ;  oak  panelling,  left  untouched, 
being  used  with  modelled  plaster  ceilings  (by  Mr.  Laurence  Turner)  in  some  of  the  rooms.  There 
are  several  chimneypieces  of  interesting  design,  those  in  the  dining-room  and  drawing-room 
especially.  Mr.  E.  Guy  Dawber,  P.R.I. B.A.,  of  London,  was  the  architect,  and  Mr.  James 
Carmichael,  of  Wandsworth,  the  contractor.  The  bricks  for  facings,  dressings,  mullions,  etc., 
were  supplied  by  Messrs.  Norris  &  Co.,  of  Erith  ;  steelwork  by  Messrs.  Redpath,  Brown  &  Co.. 
Ltd.,  of  London ;  chimneypieces,  mantels,  etc.,  by  Messrs.  Bratt.  Colbran  &  Co.,  and  Messrs. 
Shuffrey  &  Co.,  of  London  ;  sanitary  fittings  and  heating  apparatus  by  Messrs.  Dent  &  Hellyer, 
Ltd..  of  London.  The  electric  installation  is  by  Messrs.  Edmundson's  Electricity  Corporation, 
Ltd.,  of  London.

Kinfauns  Castle,  three  miles  south  of  Perth,  was  built  from  designs  by  Sir  Robert  Smirke 
about  1826,  in  what  was  then  considered  to  b?  Gothic.  Some  years  ago  considerable  internal 
alterations  were  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  F.  W.  Deas.  F.R.I.B.A.,  of  Edinburgh, 
the  chief  among  these  being  the  provision  of  a  new  main  staircase.  In  order  to  gain  spac?  for  this, 
the  3  ft.  thick  internal  walls  were  cut  out.  and  9  in.  brick  substituted,  the  tower  which  comes  above 
this  portion  of  the  house  being  carried  on  steel  girders.  On  the  first  floor  what  was  previously  a

bedroom  was  opened  out  to  form  a  gallery  that  adds  interest  to  the  staircase.  The  steps  of  the 
latter  are  of  teak  and  the  rest  of  the  woodwork  is  Austrian  oak.  Neither  panelling  nor  |>ermanent 
electric-light  fittings  were  fixed  when  the  accompanying  photographs  were  taken.  The  woodwork 
was  executed  by  Messrs.  Scott,  Morton  &  Co.,  of  Edinburgh,  to  whom,  and  to  their  foreman 
carver,  Mr.  Win.  Beveridge,  great  credit  is  due  for  the  spirited  interpretation  of  the  architect's 
designs.  The  modelled  plasterwork  was  executed  by  Mr.  Samuel  Wilson  and  Mr.  John  S.  Rhind, 
of  Edinburgh  ;  Messrs.  Lowndes  &  Drury,  of  London,  executed  stained  glass  and  leaded  lights  ; 
and  Messrs.  Charles  Smith  &  Sons,  of  Birmingham,  supplied  the  door  furniture.

Aberdour  is  on  the  south  side  of  the  Firth  of  Forth,  about  seven  miles  across  the  water  from 
Edinburgh.  The  Murrel  is  about  a  mile  and  a  half  inland,  surrounded  by  wooded  heights  and 
undulating  ground,  with  two  streams,  a  wooded  dell,  and  the  ruin  of  a  mill  close  by,  the  house 
deriving  its  title  from,  the  old  Scotch  name  for  the  place.  The  house  and  garden  are  placed 
on  ground  falling  to  the  south,  and  on  this  side  advantage  has  been  taken  of  the  gradient  to 
form  a  terrace  about  180  ft.  long  and  25  ft.  wide,  from  the  west  end  of  which  steps  lead  down  to 
a  walk  below  the  wall.  This  wall  is  broken  into  bays  of  about  20  ft.  by  heavy  buttresses.  The

north  side  of  the  terrace  is  formed  by  a  wall  which  continues  the  line  of  the  house.  A  door  in 
this  wall  leads  into  the  court  which,  with  its  lawn,  surrounding  flower-beds,  fruit  trees  and  shrubs, 
is  quite  cut  off  from  the  family  domain,  forming  the  servants'  garden  and  obviating  the  usual 
back-door  dreariness.  With  regard  to  the  plan  of  the  house  itself,  not  much  need  be  said  except 
that  the  requirements  were  not  those  of  the  usual  family  house  of  the  size.  Attention  may  be 
called  to  the  two  verandahs,  one  facing  south  and  the  other  west,  and  neither  covering  any  windows. 
In  May  and  June,  when  cold  east  winds  and  a  hot  sun  are  frequent  in  this  part  of  Scotland, 
the  west  verandah  is,  even  after  sunset,  often  a  pleasant  haven,  while  the  south  verandah  is 
equally  enjoyable  in  mid-winter  if  the  sun  be  strong  and  the  wind  from  the  north.  The  curve 
on  plan,  which  affects  the  south  verandah,  the  dining-room  and  the  sitting-room,  was  made  in  order 
to  secure  a  variety  in  the  southerly  views  and  to  get  a  sharp  contrast  with  the  view  on  the  north- 
west. The  house  is  built  of  freestone  from  two  local  quarries,  with  a  small  admixture  of  a  bastard 
whinstone,  also  found  in  the  neighbourhood.  The  stone  is  treated  in  a  manner  uniformly  rough 
and  free,  whether  in  building  or  surface.  The  roof  is  of  red  pantiles,  which  in  Fife  and  the  Lothians 
are  the  traditional  covering  for  all  humbler  buildings.  The  bay  windows  and  other  casements  are

of  teak,  the  tops  of  the  bays  being  covered  with  lend,  having  cast  ornaments.  In  the  interior,  the 
liall  is  floored  with  9  in.  square  unglazed  red  tiles,  and  the  dining-  and  sitting-rooms  with  oak 
l>oards  in  irregular  widths.  The  floors,  doors,  panelling  and  all  other  finishings  in  these  rooms  are 
of  native  park-grown  oak,  the  figure  of  which,  especially  in  its  broad  surfaces,  is  very  fine.  The 
colour  has  been  brought  to  a  soft  grey.  The  staircase  is  of  oak,  the  bedroom  floors  are  of  whitr 
deal,  and  the  doors,  cupboards,  &c.,  show  wide  planks  of  basswood  left  natural.  The  skirtings 
throughout  the  house  curve  into  the  floor — hospital  fashion.  All  plaster  is  left  rough  in  surface 
The  mantelpieces  and  hearths  are  in  Hopton  Wood  stone.  There  is  no  carving  or  ornament  in 
the  house  except  a  Cupid  admirably  cut  by  Messrs.  Clow,  of  Edinburgh,  out  of  the  top  of  the 
staircase  newel  post,  and  a  little  plasterwork  modelled  by  Mr.  S.  Wilson  in  the  saucer  dome  above 
it.  The  contractors  included  Messrs.  Melrose  &  Thomson  (mason  work),  Mr.  Adam  Currie  (joiner 
work),  Mr.  James  Annan  (plasterwork),  and  Messrs.  Mackenzie  &  Moncur,  Ltd.  (heating):  all  of 
Edinburgh.

An  effort  has  been  here  made  to  give  the  exterior  a  simple  yet  dignified  effect  so  far  as 
the  limited  frontage  would  allow.  The  carving  and  ironwork  are  an  important  part  of  the  design. 
The  internal  arrangement  is  an  attempt  to  depart  from  the  stereotyped  narrow  passage  and 
staircase,  and  though  it  is  a  little  extravagant  of  space,  the  result  is  considered  to  justify  the 
cost.  The  ground-floor  accommodation  is  unusually  good,  and  there  is  a  roomy  garage  at  the 
rear,  with  a  small  flat  over  for  the  chauffeur.  Mr.  P.  M.  Elgood,  F.R.I.B.A.,  of  London,  W., 
was  the  architect.  The  general  contractors  were  Messrs.  T.  H.  Kingerlee  &  Sons,  of  Oxford. 
The  stone  carving  was  executed  by  Mr.  A.  J.  Thorpe  ;  balconies  and  railings  by  Messrs.

The  plan  of  this  house  was  the  outcome  of  the  requirements  of  the  London  County  Council, 
as  the  site  is  so  shallow  from  front  to  back  that  the  previously  existing  buildings  did  not  allow 
advantage  to  be  taken  of  re-erecting  the  new  house  on  the  lines  of  the  certified  plans.  A  special 
feature  was  made  of  the  hall  and  staircase,  which  are  finished  with  oak  fittings,  and  the  whole 
house  is  treated  internally  in  a  simple  and  substantial  manner,  after  the  model  of  the  Georgian 
houses  of  which  there  are  many  examples  remaining  in  the  neighbourhood.  The  exterior  speaks 
for  itself,  and  it  is  only  necessary  to  add  that  the  house  has  an  open  south  aspect.  Mr.  F.  M. 
Elgood,  F.R.I.B.A.,  was  the  architect.  The  general  contractors  were  Messrs.  J.  Simpson  & 
Son,  of  London,  W.  The  stone  carving  was  executed  by  Mr.  A.  J.  Thorpe  ;  plasterwork  by 
Messrs.  Searle  &  Co.  ;  and  mosaic  flooring,  &c.,  by  Messrs.  Art  Pavements  and  Decorations, 
Ltd.  Casements  were  supplied  by  Mr.  W.  Smith,  of  London,  N.W.,  and  lift  by  Mess-s.

The  basement  contains  kitchen,  scullery,  larder,  pantry,  sitting-room,  wine,  coals,  w.c. 
The  attic  contains  three  bedrooms,  bathroom,  housemaid's  closet,  and  w.c.

Considerable  alterations  and  additions  have  been  made  to  this  house  under  the  direction 
and  to  the  designs  of  Mr.  Harold  Falkner,  architect,  of  Farnham.  On  tne  ground  floor  the  chief 
new  feature  is  the  drawing-room  illustrated  on  the  preceding  page.  This  has  an  oak  floor  and  is 
panelled  out,  with  arched  recesses  at  the  side  of  the  chimneypiece.  A  new  hall  has  also  been 
provided  on  the  ground  floor,  while  on  the  first  floor  are  several  new  bedrooms,  bathrooms,  &c. 
The  exterior  is  carried  out  with  local  Bargate  stone  and  the  new  roofs  are  covered  with  tiles 
specially  selected  to  match  the  old.

This  house  was  built  for  speculation.  The  plan,  it  should  be  explained,  is  practically 
that  of  the  house  which  Mr.  Geoffry  Lucas  submitted  in  the  recent  "  Daily  Mail  "  competition. 
At  a  time  when  there  was  a  possibility,  but  little  probability,  of  the  house  being  erected,  the 
client  was  shown  the  book  of  designs  sent  in  for  the  above  competition,  with  the  idea  of  illustrating 
what  could  be  done  for  the  outlay  proposed,  and  when  subsequently  the  client  decided  to  proceed 
with  the  matter  the  architect  was  unable  to  get  him  away  from  the  plan  he  had  taken  a  fancy 
to  ;  so  that  Mr.  Geoffry  Lucas's  name,  as  well  as  Mr.  Harold  Falkner's,  needs  to  be  mentioned 
in  connection  with  the  house.  The  plan  is  a  very  economical  one,  providing  good-sized  rooms, 
well  placed  in  relation  to  one  another,  and  the  exterior  is  fully  expressive  of  the  interior  arrange- 
ment. Carefully  selected  bricks — overburnt  reds — have  been  used,  with  stained  tiles  on  the 
roofs.  Messrs.  Mardon  &  Mills,  of  Farnham,  were  the  builders.  Casements  were  supplied  by 
Messrs.  George  Wragge,  Ltd.,  stoves,  grates  and  mantels  by  Messrs.  Robbins  &  Co..  Ltd.,  and 
modelled  plasterwork  was  executed  by  Messrs.  George  Jackson  &  Sons,  Ltd.

Much  of  the  effect  of  this  house  is  due  to  its  colour,  the  bricks  being  overlmrnt  reds  specially 
selected,  and  the  roofs  of  stained  tiles  ;  so  that  photographs  fail  to  do  full  justice  to  the  work. 
The  house  stands  in  several  acres  of  well-wooded  grounds,  and  commands  tine  views.  It  is  laid 
out  with  paved  terraces  and  formal  borders.  On  the  garden  side  it  cannot  be  properly  photo- 
graphed, owing  to  the  nature  of  the  site  ;  the  architect's  elevation  is  therefore  given  to  render  the 
photograph  intelligible.  The  ground-floor  accommodation  is  shown  on  the  accompanying  plan  : 
upstairs  are  eight  l>edrooms  and  two  dressing-rooms,  &c.  The  entrance  doorway  is  of  Bath  stone. 
The  architect  himself  executed  the  capitals  and  the  carving  in  the  pediment.  The  door  is  an  old 
French  one.  "  Holland  House  "  was  carried  out  from  Mr.  Falkner's  designs  when  in  partnership 
with  Messrs.  Niven  and  Wiggles  worth.  Mr.  E.  C.  Hughes,  of  \Vokingham.  was  the  builder. 
Chimneypieces  were  supplied  by  Messrs.  C.  I'ratt  and  Sons,  grates  by  Messrs.  Robbins  and  Co.,  Ltd.. 
and  lead  downpipes  and  heads  by  the  Bromsgrove  Guild.  Messrs.  Art  Pavements  and  Decora- 
tions, Ltd.,  executed  the  marble  and  mosaic  work  in  the  entrance,  and  Messrs.  George  .Jackson 
and  Sons,  Ltd.,  the  modelled  plasterwork  on  the  drawing-room  ceiling.

This  old  cottage  was  carefully  restored  some  years  ago  for  Mr.  Norman  Forbes-Robertson 
by  Mr.  W.  A.  Forsyth,  F.R.I.B.A  (of  Messrs.  Forsyth  &  Maule,  London,  W.).

"  DENE  PLACE,"  WEST  HORSLEY,  SURREY. 

This  house  has  been  built  on  the  site  of  a  farmhouse  bearing  the  same  name.  It  was 
finished  this  year.  The  plan  is  arranged  with  hall  and  ante  on  main  axis,  and  comprises 
dining-,  drawing-  and  smoking-room  on  the  ground  floor,  three  bedrooms  with  dressing-rooms 
on  the  first  floor,  and  nurseries  and  servants'  bedrooms  on  the  second  floor.  The  garden  fronts 
are  relieved  by  bay  windows  of  good  design.  The  walls  are  faced  with  cream-coloured  stucco, 
and  the  roof  is  covered  with  old  tiles.  The  flat  top  to  the  roof  is  laid  with  Vulcanite,  protected 
by  gravel.  The  windows  are  glazed  with  crown  glass.  The  architect  was  Mr.  H.  S.  Goodhart- 
Rendel,  of  London.  The  builders  were  Messrs.  W.  and  G.  King,  of  Abinger  Hammer. 


"  WESTRIDGE,"  COPPICE  LANE,  REIGATE. 

This  house  is  built  with  hollow  walls  rendered  externally  in  cement  and  sand,  scored  and 
pricked  with  an  old  broom  and  whitened.  It  is  roofed  with  thick  red  sand-faced  tiles.  The 
loggia  next  to  the  dining-hall  has  movable  sashes,  so  that  it  can  be  glazed  in  during  the  winter 
and  warmed  by  means  of  a  stove.  The  floor  is  of  12  in.  by  12  in.  red  sand-facsd  tiles,  which 
are  also  used  for  the  margin  of  the  pond  in  the  garden.  The  garden  was  designed  and  laid  out 
by  the  owner  and  architect  in  collaboration.  Messrs.  George  Elsey  £  Sons,  of  Reigate,  were 
the  builders.  Casements  and  lead  glazing  were  supplied  by  Messrs.  Wainwright  &  Waring,  Ltd., 
of  Chiswick,  and  grates  by  Messrs.  Bratt,  Colbran  &  Co.,  of  London,  W.

This  house  illustrates  the  possibilities  of  an  ordinary  suburban  site  with  a  frontage  of 
00  ft.  The  aspect  suggested  that  a  portion  of  the  garden  should  be  brought  right  up  to  the 
frontage  and  cut  off  from  the  more  public  entry  court,  the  house  being  set  back  on  the  south 
to  admit  of  the  drawing-room  bay  looking  out  over  to  the  side  flower  garden,  and  yet  leaving 
enough  room  on  the  north  side  to  allow  of  a  motor  entry.  The  main  garden  has  a  double  terrace 
and  lower  tennis  lawn,  with  a  portion  to  the  north  shut  off  by  a  trellis  screen  to  form  a  little 
orchard.  The  plan  of  the  house  explains  itself,  but  the  access  from  kitchen  side  to  the  front 
door  may  be  noted.  The  materials  of  the  house  are  brick  and  rough-cast ;  the  upper  part  and 
the  roof  being  hung  with  hand-made  tiles.

This  house  is  on  the  slopes  of  the  Hog's  Back.  It  is  built  of  local  bricks  and  roofed  with 
old  tiles,  the  valleys  being  swept.  The  window  frames  are  of  oak,  with  metal  casements  and  leaded 
lights  throughout.  Oak,  too,  is  used  for  the  half-timber  work,  as  well  as  for  the  hood  to  the 
entrance  door,  which  is  lead-covered  and  has  a  cast-lead  band  bearing  the  following  motto : 
"  Beneath  me  stand  and  seek  what  shelter  I  may  give."  Within  the  house  the  main  staircase, 
the  hall  ceiling,  and  the  doors  of  the  principal  rooms  are  also  of  oak.  The  fireplaces,  in  brick  and 
old  tiles,  were  specially  designed  by  the  architect  (Mr.  J.  Goldsmith  Houghton,  of  London.  E.G.). 
Adjoining  the  house  are  a  garage,  engine-house  with  electric-lighting  plant,  and  a  10.000-gallon 
underground  brick  tank  for  surface  water,  used  in  the  garden  and  for  ornamental  fountain. 
Mr.  W.  T.  Jackson,  of  Compton,  was  the  builder.  Messrs.  Bratt,  Colbran  and  Go.  supplied  grates, 
and  Messrs.  Rashleigh,  Phipps  and  Co.  the  electric-light  fittings.

Laurence  Turner  (see  pages  108  and  110),  and  the  fireplaces,  in  which  panels  modelled  by  Mr. 

The  kitchen  offices  are  floored  throughout 
with  terrazzo  mosaic,  the  skirtings  being  formed  of  tiles,  so  as  to  give  no  harbour  for  beetles.

"THE    HOO,"    WILLING-DON,* SUSSEX. 

The  work  here,  carried  out  from  designs  by  Mr.  Edwin  L.  Lutyens,  F.R.I. B.A.,  of  London, 
consists  of  additions  and  alterations  to  an  existing  building,  which,  however,  has  largely  disappeared 
in  the  process.  The  old  part  is  in  the  centre  (see  page  115).  To  this  has  been  added  an  extra 
storey,  with  three  small  gables  hung  with  elm  weather- boarding.  On  either  side  of  this  centre 
portion,  on  the  garden  front,  are  new  wings,  in  which,  on  the  ground  floor,  are  arranged  the  dining- 
room,  drawing-room,  and  library.  The  hall  connecting  the  two  portions  is  furnished  in  the  manner 
of  a  morning-room,  and  is  a  delightful  apartment.  On  the  entrance  side  a  quaint  little  courtyard 
is  arranged,  from  which  access  is  gained  to  the  outer  hall,  paved  with  squares  of  black  and  white 
marble.  Throughout  the  house  are  features  characteristic  of  the  architect,  such  as  the  rubbed 
brick  niches  over  the  doors  to  the  dining-room  and  drawing-room,  on  the  garden  front.  In  the 
grounds,  too,  a  similar  pleasant  fancy  is  displayed,  more  particularly  in  the  terrace  below  the 
tennis-court,  with  its  garden  houses  and  flights  of  steps,  and  its  fountain  in  the  centre  of  the 
connecting  wall.  The  house  has  been  built  for  Mr.  Alex.  Wedderburn,  K.C.  Thin  red  hand-made 
local  bricks  have  been  used,  with  Portland  stone,  and  tiled  roofs.  Mr.  M.  Martin,  of  Eastbourne, 
was  the  builder.  The  entrance  gate — a  very  good  piece  of  wrought  ironwork — was  made  by 
Messrs.  Thomas  Klsley,  Ltd.,  of  London,  and  other  special  metal-work  by  Messrs.  Charles  Smith, 
Sons  &  Co.,  of  Birmingham.

This  house  is  situated  in  the  Parish  of  Ilsington,  on  the  borderland  of  Dartmoor,  at  an 
altitude  of  900  feet  above  sea-level.  The  moor,  rising  from  just  behind  the  house,  makes  a  fine 
background  for  an  evenly- balanced  skyline.  The  stone  used  was  obtained  from  a  local  quarry. 
The  gables  are  hung  with  oak  shingles,  which  very  soon  become  silvered  in  the  Dartmoor  atmos- 
phere. These  shingles,  together  with  the  Delabole  slates  on  the  main  roof,  produce  just  that  soft 
grey  tone  which  is  so  characteristic  of  the  moors.  The  external  woodwork  is  painted  white. 
Great  simplicity  in  detail  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  house.  The  architect  was  Mr.  T.  H. 
Lyon,  of  Ilsington,  and  London,  W.  The  grates  of  the  principal  rooms  were  supplied  by  the 
Devon  Fire  Co.  ;  others  by  Messrs.  Thomas  Elsley,  Ltd.  Mr.  Lewis  Bearne,  of  Newton  Abbot, 
was  the*  building  contractor.

Tliis  house  is  on  the  Haslemere  Road,  near  the  summit  of  Hindhead,  and  advantage  has  been 
taken  of  the  steep  nature  of  the  site  to  form  terraces  where  roses  have  been  made  to  supplant  the 
indigenous  hillside  growths,  while  lower  still,  in  a  sheltered  sunny  hollow,  a  charming  rock  garden 
has  been  formed.  Owing  to  its  somewhat  exposed  position,  the  house  has  been  built  with  14  in. 
brickwork  finished  « ith  cement  rough-cast,  distempered.  The  stonework  to  windows  and  entrance 
is  .Monk's  Park  Bath  Stone.  The  roof  is  covered  with  extra  thick  local  red  tiles.  All  external 
woodwork  is  oak.  The  house  is  planned  with  due  regard  to  the  fine  south-easterly  view,  and  the 
loggia  is  placed  to  meet  the  requirement  of  a  cool  position  at  the  latter  end  of  the  day.  The 
general  contractors  were  Messrs.  Mussellwhite  &  Sapp,  of  Basingstoke.  Carving  was  carried  out 
by  Mr.  Hibbert  Binney,  and  interior  plasterwoik  in  relief  by  Mr.  0.  1'.  Bankart,  of  London.

"  The  Dial  House  "  is  an  old  and  very  dilapidated  house  reconstructed  and  added  to. 
The  parlour  or  living-room  is  at  two  levels,  this  unusual  arrangement  having  been  suggested  to 
the  owner,  Mr.  J.  J.  Greg,  while  the  work  was  in  progress.  The  walls  are  rough-cast,  and  the 
roof  is  covered  with  local  red  tiles.  The  sundial  in  the  gable — an  old  one  fixed  to  the  new  work- 
gives  the  house  its  name. 

The  cottages  are  built  of  brick,  rough-cast,  with  tiled  roofs.     They  cost  £430  the  pair. 

"  The  Dial  House  "  faces  south,  overlooking  the  village  green,  and  is  surrounded  by  a  garden 
on  three  side.-'.  The  cottages  face  south-e-ist  and  are  situated  close  to  the  green. 

The  architect  of  both  houses  was  Mr.  Charles  Spooner,  F.R.I.B.A..  of  London,  and  the 
builder  Mr.  T.  Nevett,  of  Buntingford,  Herts.

The  Vicarage  at  Aldershot  stands  opposite  the  parish  church.  It  is  built  of  local  red 
brick  and  roofed  with  local  hand-made  sand-faced  tiles,  the  barge-boards  being  of  oak.  .Mr.

This  house  has  been  built  for  Mr.  Walter  Tyndale  and  occupies  a  site  on  the  crest  of  a 
hill  above  Haslemere.  It  is  built  with  stone  for  the  ground-floor  storey,  and  tile-hanging  above. 
The  entrance  front  is  recessed  in  the  centre  and  is  enlivened  by  a  turret  projection  enclosing 
the  secondary  stairs.  Access  to  the  main  entrance  is  gained  by  a  flight  of  steps,  the  landing  of 
which  is  covered  by  a  pent  roof.  The  hall  forms  a  small  square  and  is  connected  by  a  corridor 
with  the  servants'  quarters.  Leading  off  the  hall  and  corridor  are  the  three  chief  rooms  on  the 
ground  floor — the  dining-room,  the  drawing-room,  and  the  studio.  On  the  garden  front  is  a 
loggia,  very  pleasantly  arranged,  with  roof  supports  on  a  dwarf  wall  :  the  whole  treatment  being 
very  quiet  and  refined.  The  architect  was  Mr.  W.  F.  Unsworth,  F.R.I.B.A.  (of  Messrs.  Unsworth, 
Son  and  Triggs,  Petersfielcl).  The  builders  were.Messrs.  F.  Milton  and  Sons,  of  Witley,  Surrey.

SHERFIELD    MANOR,    NEAR    BASINGSTOKE. 

Sherfield-on-Loddon  is  about  four  miles  from  Basingstoke.  The  manor-house  is  close  to 
the  village  and  is  situated  in  a  finely  timbered  park  of  about  two  hundred  acres.  This  is  not  a  new 
house.  When  Mr.  J.  B.  Taylor  bought  the  estate,  there  was  a  house  standing,  of  very  inferior 
type  as  regards  architectural  treatment,  but  soundly  built.  In  the  first  contract  was  included 
only  the  remodelling  of  the  exterior  and  the  addition  of  the  billiard-room  and  nursery  wings, 
and  extra  domestic  offices.  Most  of  the  walls  of  the  then  existing  house  were  left  standing, 
though  stripped  of  their  architectural  details,  internally  and  externally,  and  in  part  recased  with 
new  brickwork.  When  the  exterior  was  finished,  the  decorative  treatment  of  the  interior  was 
begun,  in  rather  a  tentative  and  piecemeal  manner.  A  certain  degree  of  patchiness  was  the 
natural  result.  Messrs.  F.  B.  Wade,  F.R.I.B.A.,  and  C.  Frankiss,  of  London,  were  the  architects, 
and  Messrs.  Geo.  Trollope  &  Sons  were  the  general  contractors  (clerk  of  works,  Mr.  F.  Cornish).

CAIUS  COLLEGE.  CAMBRIDGE  :    SOUTH  END  OF  HALL. 


This  is  the  alteration  of  the  old  dining  hall,  built  from  Salvin's  designs  in  the  mid-nineteenth 
century.  The  windows,  which  reached  down  to  within  6  ft.  of  the  floor,  have  been  shortened, 
and  the  heads  of  the  side  windows  squared.  The  sides  of  the  hall  have  been  wainscotted  with 
English  oak  panelling  having  a  carved  frieze.  Across  the  north  end  of  the  hall  have  been  placed 
a  gallery  and  screen,  also  in  English  oak,  while  behind  the  "  high  table  "  at  the  opposite  end  a

dais  panelling  divided  by  carved  pilasters  has  been  placed.  To  the  roof  has  been  added 
carved  heraldry  and  bosses,  emblazoned  and  gilt.  The  approach  staircases  have  been  altered  and 
wainscotted  in  oak,  and  several  new  windows  have  been  inserted  in  the  walls.  Mr.  Edward  Warren, 
F.R.I.B.A.,  F.S.A.,  of  London,  was  the  architect.  The  general  contractor  was  Mr.  Wm. 
Sindail,  of 'Cambridge,  who  executed  all  the  oak  work.  The  stained  glass  was  carried  out  by 
Messrs.  Burlison  and  Grylls  and  Messrs.  Wainwright  and  Waring,  of  London,  the  latter  firm 
also  executing  the  leaded  glazing  and  casements.

"POXBURY,"    CHISLEHURST. 

This  house  was  built  for  the  present  owner,  Henry  F.  Tiarks,  Esq.,  by  Messrs.  Higgs  &  Hill, 
in  1875,  to  the  designs  of  the  late  David  Brandon.  The  terrace  here  illustrated  has  recently  been 
completed  from  the  designs  of  Mr.  Maurice  E.  Webb,  M.A.,  architect,  of  London.  It  is  built 
of  Kentish  Rag  with  Bath  stone  dressings  to  harmonise  with  the  house.  The  vases  are  in  Portland 
stone,  and  the  terrace  paving  is  in  York  stone.  The  garden  house  is  roofed  with  old  Gloucestershire 
stone  slates.  The  figure  work  was  modelled  by  Mr.  Paul  R.  Montford  and  carved  under  his 
direction,  with  the  exception  of  the  boy  and  girl  opposite  the  garden  house,  which  were  modelled 
by  him  and  cast  in  lead.  The  carving  on  the  outside  of  the  garden  house  and  the  ceiling  inside 
were  modelled  by  Mr.  Stephen  Webb.  The  general  contractors  for  the  work  were  Messrs.  Higgs 
&  Hill,  Ltd.  Special  care  was  taken,  by  means  of  asphalt  damp-courses,  to  prevent  damp  affecting 
the  Bath  stone.  The  width  of  the  terrace  was  fixed  by  existing  conditions,  and  the  details  of 
the  balustrading  by  the  desire  to  have  it  as  open  as  possible.  The  furniture  in  the  garden  house 
was  made  to  the  architect's  designs  by  Messrs.  Higgs  &  Hill.

The  disposition  of  this  house,  and  its  relation  to  the  garden,  is  shown  by  the  plan  repro- 
duced on  the  next  page.  The  arrangement  gives  a  sunny  aspect  to  the  house  and  provides 
just  space  enough  on  the  site  for  a  tennis  court  ;  these  two  considerations  having  been  the  ruling 
factors  in  the  design.  The  joinery  throughout  is  of  Oregon  pine  stained  with  "  Solignum," 
with  the  exception  of  the  window  frames,  which  are  of  pitch-pine.  The  framing  to  the  "  stoep  " 
is'in  jarrah.  Mr.  Ernest  Willmott,  F.R.I.B.A.,  was  the  architect,  and  Messrs.  Geo.  Kirby  &  Sons, 
of  Stanmore,  were  the  builders.  Grates  were  supplied  by  Messrs.  Robbins  &  Co.,  of  Dudley, 
and  Messrs.  Thomas  Elsley,  Ltd.,  of  London. 


"SHORNE    HILL,"    NEAR   TOTTON,    HANTS. 

This  house  is  set  among  well-wooded  surroundings,  the  approach  road  being  cut  through 
a  small  wood  on  the  estate.  The  ground  slopes  to  the  south  and  south-east,  a  glimpse  of  South- 
ampton Water  being  caught  from  the  eastern  stoep.  The  walls  are  of  brick  finished  with  smooth 
plaster  and  whitewashed.  Chimneys  are  of  Basingstoke  bricks  (2  in.)  and  roofs  of  local  tiles. 
By  desire  of  the  owner,  there  is  a  suggestion  of  Cape  Dutch  in  the  style.  The  architect  was  Mr. 
Ernest  Willmott,  F.R.I.B.A.,  of  London,  to  whose  design  also  the  garden  has  been  laid  out. 
The  principal  doors  and  floors,  and  the  main  staircase,  are  of  oak  ;  the  wood  beams  and  ceilings, 
as  well  as  some  of  the  bedroom  doors,  being  of  Oregon  pine  stained  with  "  Solignum."  Messrs. 
Wm.  Johnson  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  Wandsworth  Common,  were  the  general  contractors.

HOUSES  AT  WEST  VALE,  HALIFAX  :  GARDEN  FRONT. 

Built  about  fifteen  years  ago  from  the  designs  of  Messrs.  Woodhouse  and  Willoughby. 
additions  have  recently  been  made  to  these  houses  by  Messrs.  Woodhouse,  Corbett  and  Dean, 
architects,  of  Manchester.  The  walling  is  of  local  stone,  wit  h  a  cavity  and  a  half-brick  lining.  The 
roof  is  of  green  Westmoreland  slates,  with  stone  ridges.  The  porches  are  lined  with  Greek  cipollino 
marble  panels,  carefully  selected  to  form  a  good  pattern  when  quartered,  with  enclosing  bands  of 
Tinos  marble;  while  the  floor  is  of  white  and  bine  Pentelic  marble,  with  a  brass  rim  round  the  mat- 
sinking.  The  entrance  corridor  hall  and  staircase  are  panelled  in  Austrian  oak,  fumed  and 
wax-polished,  the  top  rail  being  grooved  to  form  an  inconspicuous  picture-rail.  The  bathrooms, 
lavatories,  w.c.'s  and  cloak-rooms  are  tiled  from  floor  to  ceiling  with  white  Dutch  tiles,  with  a 
frieze  of  blue  and  white  Dutch  painted  tiles.  The  windows  are  glazed  with  leaded  lights,  with 
tigure  panels  and  other  decorative  leading.  Mr.  Qeo.  P.  Bankart,  of  London,  carried  out  the 
modelled  fibrous  plaster  cornices  and  the  lead  rainwater  heads  ;  fireplaces  were  supplied  by  the 
Well  Fire  Co.,  Ltd. ;  patent  flooring  by  Mr.  J.  "Ebner ;  and  sanitary  fittings  by  Messrs.  Shanks 
&  Co. 
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This  corridor  is  panelled  in  Austrian  oak,  fumed  and  wax-polished,  the  top  rail  being 
grooved  to  form  an  inconspicuous  picture  rail.
